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Claims 



1. A method for senping local information from a wireless handset to a Web server 
comprising the following steps: 

(a) receiving a service Vequest from a user of the wireless handset, wherein the service 
5 request comprises a type of local information needed to carry out the service request; 

(b) acquiring the local information; and 

(c) sending the local information to the Web server. 



2. A method as claimed in claim 1, wherein the service request received in step (a) also 
10 comprises the URL address of the Web server. 

3. A method as claimed in claim 2, wherein step (c) comprises extracting the URL 
address from the service request, appending the local information to the URL address, and 
navigating a wireless browser to the URL address.

4. A method as claimed in claim 3, wnerein the wireless browser is an HDML/WML 



browser. 



5. A method as claimed in claim 1, wt^rein the local information comprises the 
20 geographic location of the handset. 



6. A method as claimed in claim 5, wherein tne geographic location is obtained from 
GPS data provided by a position determination system associated with the handset. 
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7. A method for using a wireless browser to send local information from a wireless 
handset to a Web server or to dial aUelephone number comprising the following steps: 

(a) receiving an input from a user of the wireless handset, wherein the input comprises 
either a service request containing a tvpe of local information needed to carry out the service request, 
or a telephone number to be dialed; 1 

(b) determining whether tne input comprises a service request or a telephone number; 
\ (c) if the input is a telephone number, terminating the browser and dialing the telephone 

Aumber; and 1 
/ (d) if the input is a service ipquest, acquiring the local information and sending the local 

information to the Web server via the wireless browser. 

8. A method as claimed in dlaim 7, wherein the wireless browser is an HDMLAVML 
browser. 1 

9. A method as claimed in ctlaim 8, wherein in step (a), if the input is a telephone 
number, the telephone number is inserted into the NUMBER field following an HDMLAVML CALL 
command, and if the input is a service request, the type of local information needed and the URL 
address of the Web server is inserted into the NUMBER field following the HDMLAVML CALL 
command. \ 

10. A method as claimed in claim 9, wherein step (b) comprises determining whether the 
NUMBER field includes a local information wpe. 
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11. A method as claimed in claim 9, wherein step (b) comprises determining whether the 
NUMBER field includes a URL kddress. 

12. A method as claimed in claim 9, wherein step (d) comprises extracting the URL 
address from the NUMBER field and appending the local information to the URL address, and 
navigating the browser to the URL acfdress. 

13. A method as claimed in tlaim 7, wherein the local data comprises the GPS position 
of the handset. \ 

14. A wireless communicationa system comprising: 

a wireless handset comprising a transceiver for sending and receiving commimications across 
a wireless communication network and anUntemet browser configured to accept a user input 
comprising either a telephone number to be dialed or a service request comprising a type of local 
information needed to carry out the request ana a URL address; and 

a Web server located at the URL acMress contained in the service request and in 
communication with the handset over the networli the Web server receiving the local information 
from the Internet browser and carrying out the serv\ce request based on the local information. 

15. A system as claimed in claim 14, and mrther comprising a position determination 
system for providing local information to the browser\comprising the geographic location of the 
handset. \ 
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1 6 A system as dlaimed in claim 1 5, wherein the position determination system is a GPS 



receiver. 
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
